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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as stated in the Final rejection, one of ordinary skill 
in this art would realize and understand the different ways a laser would be used to impart boundary or border structures within an optical 
body. While the primary reference may remove portions completely, the secondary references teach not removal, but an altering of the 
material so that the properties at the desired points are changed. This would allow the instant guiding of the x-rays to thereby afford the 
instant sharing, rather than setting up definite reflective boundaries. While applicant insists that the primary reference is making a decoder, 
that would not function if sharing were to occur, such is not persuasive. Corbeil et al also discloses that the product made would be a light 
guide, one that allows the internal manipulation of light waves and higher efficiency in the control and collection of scintillation light. As the 
primary reference is directed to controlling and collecting light, the formation of a scintillator waveguide that would allow optical sharing is 
not beyond the scope of the disclosure therein. While light is known to have wave and particle properties, it is not understood exactly what 
is meant by "ray" properties or how this differs form wave properties. At any rate, it is believed that a prime facie case of obviousness has 
been established basd on the record at this point. 
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
